his fate. Your readers will’ remember 
‘that‘a disciplinary investigation had been 
instituted against him, on the technical 
ground .that he had. returned to’ China 
without waiting for the permission of 
the Emperor to-do so. From the Edict 
above quoted (that of. 27th Jan.) we now 
find that"the Board which conducted 
this investigatiom—ie, the Zi Pu, or 
Board of Civil Offico—has pronounced 
its opinion that,-Chung How having 
transgressed against the established rules 
of-thé ‘Empire,.ehould be stripped of his 
offises. ‘The Emperor, however, in- this 
last decree, says that such-a punishment 
would be insufficient expiation for so 
grave an offence as that committed by. 
Chung How; and orders that Chung 
How shall, ‘after having been stripped of 
his rank and offices, be handed over for 
trial and punishment, to the High 
Tribunal of Justice, This "Bord (also 
called the Board of Punishments, or in 
Chinesé the Hsing Pu) is the sume body 
in whose oustody Sir Harry Parkes and 
his fellow-prisonors passed so many days 
of agony and anxiety. Ita vory name is 
sufficient to make a Chinaman shiver 
with horror, Chung How will not, 
however, have any personal hardship 
to undergo there, .for prisoners of 
his rank ato not put into tho general 
dungeon to wallow -with tho common 
prisoners, but are given rooms in. one of 
the many buildings within the precincta 
of the Board premises, For this pri- 
viloge the distinguished inmates have to 
pay, aa well as for food, but it is quite 
possible that wealthy prisoners may 
wake themselves fairly comfortable there 
—for a consideration. Asa matter of 
course, they cannot leave the place. The 
extraordinary harshness with which the 
ex-Plenipotentiary to Russia has been 
treated elicits much comment, and the 
‘whole affair is the all-absorbing subject 
of interest in the city. No one, how- 
ever, who cannot look bebind the scenes 
{and thero is not a foreigner here who 
can) has the faintest idea what is really 
going on, or what will be the upshot of 
it all. It will probably be come time 


now before. we hear anything further’ 


about this strangely, Chinese develop- 
ment; and I believe that the final do- 
cision is still far off.

Theso 
batteries will be furnished with the heavy 
riled guos now required for modern 
warfare. In tho London £ngineer of tho 
2th Decomber, 1879, will bo found a fall 
and encouraging account of the capabilities 
of chilled cast iron armour as“an effective 
substitute, at atl events, for rolled armour 
Iates. In fact, tho Gorman, Belgian, and 
talian goverriments seam to prefer tho 
cheaper matorial-of cast iron ag, the result 
of the exporiencé of numerous experiment- 
al assays, ‘the great fortresses of Stras- 
bourg, Metz, Kiel, Mayance, and others 
are covered with sections, of armour, ‘cast 
to pattern by Gruson of Magdebourg. The 
Belgian has ordered tho new works, dosign- 
ed by General Brialmont for the protaction 
of Antwerp, to be plated with cast ohilled 
armour, some sections of which are nearly 
68 inches thick, weigh 25 tons, and aro fit 
to go to their proper places in a fow daya 
after‘casting. It will ba seen that the iron 
of Kamaishi, on acconnt of its stecly 
nature, is very suitable for making fortresa 
plates. And, as there is a general desire 
on tho part of the Japanese people that. tho 
possible native industriés~should be ‘on- 
couraged, we may point ont that the new 
and ostly works for the defence of 
entrances can be made in Japan, from 
Japanese iron, cast in Japanese foundries, 
and completed and fitted by Japanese work- 
men. The cast of rolled iron armour will 
vary from $350 to $425 per ton, aud if tho 
now compound plates of rolled backing and 
oracible steel facing are used, the cost will 
be even greater. Now Japan has minds 
and foundries at Kamnishi, and, on account 
of the special quality of the iron produced 
there, ought to be able to produco efficient 
cast armour af one-third the cost of rolled 
armonr, We commend our suggestion for 
the promotion of native industry, as do
